VOLUME  ONE  OF  ENCYCLOPEDIA  OF 
UKRAINE  PUBLISHED 

The  first  volume  of  the 
four-volume,  alphabetical  Encyclopedia  of 
Ukraine  in  English  was  unveiled  at  a 
reception  on  the  University  of  Toronto 
campus  on  26  October,  hosted  by  the 
publisher,  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press.  A public  banquet  was  held  the 
same  evening,  attended  by 
representatives  from  government,  the 
universities  and  Ukrainian  Canadian 
organizations. 

The  Encyclopedia  project  is  the 
joint  effort  of  CIUS,  which  co-ordinates 
it  and  finances  the  costs  of 
preparation,  the  Shevchenko  Scientific 
Society  in  Europe  (Sarcelles,  France), 
which  prepared  the  nine-volume 
Ukrainian-language  Entsyk/opedi ia 
Ukrai noznavstva  on  which  the  English 
version  is  based,  the  encyclopedia 
office  at  the  University  of  Toronto, 
where  the  English  version  is  being 
prepared,  and  the  Canadian  Foundation 
for  Ukrainian  Studies,  which  covers  the 
costs  of  publication. 

The  first  volume  (A-F)  is  968 
pages  in  length  and  contains 
approximately  2,800  entries,  450 
black-and-white  illustrations,  five  colour 
plates,  eighty-three  maps  (six  in  colour) 
and  a large  fold-out  map  of  Ukraine 
with  a 32-page  gazetteer  bound 
separately  in  the  same  binding  as  the 
book.  The  price  of  the  volume  is  $90 
until  31  December  1984  and  $115 
thereafter  (plus  $4.50  for  postage  and 
handling). 


In  June,  CIUS  published  its  sixth 
Research  Report,  Sources  for 
Research! ng  Ukrainian  Family  History 
by  John-Paul  Himka  and  Frances  A. 
Swyripa.  The  report,  an  aid  to  those 
Ukrainian  Canadians  who  wish  to  learn 
about  their  family  history,  is  divided 
into  two  parts:  Ukrainian  sources  and 
Canadian  sources.  It  runs  to  37  pages 
and  is  available  for  $5.00  from:

In  November,  CIUS  will  publish  Life 
Sentence:  Memoirs  of  a Ukrainian 
Political  Prisoner  by  Danylo  Shumuk. 
This  is  an  English  translation  of  Za 
skhidnim  obriiem  (Beyond  the  Eastern 
Horizon),  first  published  by  Smoloskyp 
Publishers  (Baltimore)  in  1974.  Edited  by 
Ivan  Jaworsky  and  translated  by  Ivan 
Jaworsky  and  Halyna  Kowalska,  the 
volume  is  an  autobiographical  account  of 
the  life  of  Danylo  Shumuk. 

It  describes  Shumuk's  early  life, 
when  he  became  a communist  in  his 
native  Volhynia,  and  his  disillusionment 
with  Communism  after  the  Soviet 
invasion  of  this  region  in  the  fall  of 
1939.-  After  the  German  invasion  of  the 
Soviet  Union  in  the  summer  of  1941, 
Shumuk  joined  the  forces  of  the 
Ukrainian  Insurgent  Army  (UP A).  In  1945, 
he  was  captured  by  Soviet  troops  and 
sentenced  to  death,  a sentence  later 
commuted  to  life  imprisonment. 
Thereafter  Shumuk  has  remained  a 
political  prisoner,  despite  two  brief 
periods  of  release.  Today  he  is  in 
internal  exile  in  Soviet  Mordovia. 

The  book  not  only  reveals  the 
character  and  fortitude  of  a man 
victimized  by  the  Soviet  regime,  but 
also  highlights  life  and  political  activity 
in  the  camps.  In  particular,  it  contains  a 
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vivid  description  of  the  Norilsk  strike 
of  1953,  in  which  Shumuk  played  a 
major  role.

PROFESSOR  EBUCHI  STUDIES 
UKRAINIAN  COMMUNITY  IN 
EDMONTON 

On  1 8 July  Professor  Kazukimi 
Ebuchi  of  Japan  arrived  in  Edmonton  to 
undertake  a ten-week  study  of  the 
Ukrainian  community.  The  study  is  part 
of  a research  project  funded  by  the 
Overseas  Academic  Field  Research 
Programme  in  Japan's  Ministry  of 
Education.  Professor  Ebuchi  is  a 
member  of  an  eight-man  team 
concerned  "to  understand  the 
significance  of  ethnicity  in  Canada  at  a 
time  when  there  is  a strong  world 
current  toward  ethnic  integration  in 
general."  The  team  is  especially 
concerned  to  "clarify  the  general 
structural  conditions  under  which 
multiculturalism  and  national  integration 
may  go  hand  in  hand."  Other  Canadian 
groups  in  the  study  include  the 
following  communities:  Jewish  (Montreal 
andr  Toronto),  French  (Moncton  and 
Quebec),  Anglo-Saxons  (Toronto),  Asian 
(Toronto),  Portuguese  (Toronto  and 
Montreal),  Native  peoples  (Toronto)  and 
Japanese  (Toronto). 

Professor  Ebuchi  is  a professor  of 
anthropology  and  education  in  two 
national  universities:  Fukuoka  Kyioku  and 
Kyushu.  After  completing  his  master's 
degree  in  educational  sociology  in 
Japan,  he  undertook  graduate  studies  in 
anthropology  at  Tulane  University  on  a 
Fulbright  scholarship.  In  1976  Professor 


Ebuchi  studied  the  Polish  Americans  in 
southern  New  England  as  part  of  a 
field-research  team  project  on  "Ethnicity 
and  Cultural  Pluralism  in  the  U.S.A.,"  and 
in  1979  he  researched  cultural 
revitalization  among  the  Japanese  sansei 
in  San  Jose,  California. 

In  Edmonton  Professor  Ebuchi  was 
particularly  concerned  with  the  basis  of 
Ukrainian  Canadian  identity,  and  especially 
how  ethnic  identity  is  transformed  from 
generation  to  generation.  To  this  end, 
Bohdan  Kordan,  CIUS  research  associate, 
and  Mr.  Isidore  Goresky  assisted  CIUS 
to  organize  formal  and  informal  contact 
with  the  activities  of  numerous  Ukrainian 
Canadian  organizations  and  institutions  in 
Edmonton. 


THIRD  SUMMER  SCHOOL  FOR 
TEACHERS  OF  UKRAINIAN  HELD 

The  third  interprovincial  Summer 
School  for  teachers  of  Ukrainian  was 
held  at  the  University  of  Alberta  on 
3-20  July.  The  programme  consisted  of 
two  courses:  one  in  curriculum  and 
instruction  in  the  Department  of 
Elementary  Education,  Faculty  of 
Education,  on  "Developing  Students' 
Ukrainian  in  the  Immersion  Classroom" 
and  a second  in  the  Department  of 
Slavic  and  East  European  Studies, 

Faculty  of  Arts,  on  "Standard  Scholarly 
and  Technical  Ukrainian."  Both  were 
specifically  designed  for  teachers 
currently  teaching  in  the  Ukrainian 
bilingual  programme  (early  partial 
immersion)  and  those  anticipating  such  a 
teaching  position. 

The  first  course  was  co-ordinated 
by  Mr.  John  Sokolowski,  curricular 
assistant  for  Ukrainian  in  Alberta's 
Department  of  Education.  He  was 
assisted  by  Ms.  Olenka  Bilash,  CIUS 
research  associate,  whose  videotaped 
teaching  techniques  in  Ukrainian  bilingual 
classrooms  complemented  the  practical 
application  of  presentations  by  Dr. 

David  Dillon,  Department  of  Elementary 
Education,  who  spoke  on  language 
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development  in  the  elementary  school; 
Ms.  Claudette  Tardif,  Faculte  Saint- Jean, 
who  dealt  with  recent  developments  in 
second-language  acquisition;  Ms.  Rosalie 
Benko,  Department  of  Extension,  who 
discussed  formal  evaluation  techniques  in 
second-language  learning;  Ms.  Kathleen 
Berry,  Department  of  Elementary 
Education,  who  lectured  on 
teacher-student  interaction  and  informal 
evaluation  of  language  acquisition;  and 
Ms.  Julia  Megley-Blaziuk,  drama 
consultant,  Edmonton  Public  School 
Board,  who  spoke  on  language 
development  through  drama. 

The  second  course  on  standard 
and  technical  Ukrainian  ^ was  taught  by 
Dr.  Andrij  Hornjatkevyc,  co-ordinator  of 
the  CIUS'  Ukrainian  Language  Resource 
Centre  and  assistant  professor  in  the 
Department  of  Slavic  and  East  European 
Studies.  The  course  stressed  the  oral 
development  of  language  needed  to 
teach  the  social  studies  course  in 
Ukrainian. 


ALBERTA  PARENTS  FOR  UKRAINIAN 
EDUCATION  FORMED 

On  4 July  CIUS  held  a 
wine-and-cheese  reception  at  the  Faculty 
Club  on  the  University  of  Alberta 
campus  to  mark  the  formal  organization 
of  the  Alberta  Parents  for  Ukrainian 
Education  (APUE),  an  umbrella 
organization  of  parental  associations  for 
the  English-Ukrainian  bilingual  programme 
in  the  public  and  Catholic  schools  in 
Edmonton,  Sherwood  Park,  Lamont  and 
Vegreville.  The  new  organization  has  six 
main  objectives: 

1. To  serve  as  spokesman  on  behalf 
of  constituent  organizations  in 
matters  pertaining  to  Ukrainian 
bilingual  education  in  Alberta; 

2.  To  promote  the  expansion  of 
Ukrainian  bilingual  programmes  in 
other  school  jurisdictions  in 
Alberta; 


3.  To  facilitate  the  development  of 
supplementary  teaching  materials  for 
use  in  the  Ukrainian  bilingual 
programme; 

4.  To  promote  the  development  of 
Ukrainian-language  programmes  for 
adults; 

5.  To  undertake  liaison  with  similar 
umbrella  organizations  in  the  Prairie 
provinces; 

6.  To  co-operate  with  other 
organizations  sympathetic  with  the 
objects  of  the  organization. 


Once  an  executive  and  board  of 
directors  has  been  named,  it  is 
expected  that  the  organization  will 
become  part  of  the  programmatic 
Ukrainian  Community  Development 
Committee  (Alberta  section),  which  is  a 
subcommittee  of  the  Provincial  Council 
of  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  Committee  in 
Alberta.

SLAVIC  STUDIES  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  MANITOBA  1984 

During  the  current  academic  year, 
enrolments  in  the  Department  of  Slavic 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Manitoba 
have  increased  by  16  per  cent  over 
those  of  last  year,  and  by  45  per  cent 
over  those  of  1982-3.  The  Department 
of  Slavic  Studies  is  made  up  of  three 
sections:  Ukrainian,  Russian  and  Polish. 
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Altogether,  163  students  are  enrolled  in 
the  Ukrainian  programme  (language, 
literature  and  culture)  (819  credit  hours), 
72  are  enrolled  in  the  Russian 
programme  (language  and  literature)  (354 
credit  hours),  and  20  are  enrolled  in 
Polish  language  courses  (30  credit 
hours).  There  are  10  graduate  students; 
five  in  the  Ukrainian  programme,  and 
five  in  the  Russian.  This  year's 
enrolment  of  255  is  the  highest  ever  in 
the  department. 

Fourteen  Ukrainian  courses  are 
being  offered  in  the  current  year,  along 
with  14  Russian  and  3 Polish  courses. 
The  full  Ukrainian  programme  (including 
graduate  studies)  offers  30  courses 
while  there  are  23  Russian,  and  5 
Polish  courses.  The  master's  degree  can 
be  obtained  in  the  Ukrainian  and  Russian 
programmes. 

The  Ukrainian  section  of  the 
Department  of  Slavic  Studies  has  at  its 
disposal  approximately  $4000  for 
prizes,  scholarships  and  research  grants 
that  are  awarded  annually  to  students.  A 
number  of  students  in  the  department 
have  received  scholarships  and 
fellowships  from  CIUS.

TWO  UKRAINIAN  CANADIAN 
CONFERENCES  PLANNED 

Plans  are  well  underway  for  two 
invitational  conferences  on  Ukrainian 
Canadian  themes:  "Continuity  and  Change: 
The  Cultural  Life  of  Alberta's  First 
Ukrainians"  (2-4  May  1985)  and  "The 
Ukrainian  Religious  Experience:  Tradition 
and  the  Canadian  Cultural  Context" 

(13-16  March  1986).  The  first  is  being 
organized  jointly  with  the  Department  of 
History,  the  Department  of  Slavic  and 
East  European  Studies,  University  of 
Alberta,  and  Historic  Sites  Services  in 
Alberta's  Department  of  Culture.  The 
latter  has  the  primary  responsibility  for 
the  Ukrainian  Cultural  Heritage  Village, 
which  borders  on  the  old  Ukrainian  bloc 
settlement  northeast  of  Edmonton  and 
houses  artifacts  and  buildings  derived 
from  it.  One  purpose  of  the 
conference  is  to  assist  the  development 
of  the  Village  as  a "living"  open-air 
museum.  The  conference  will  be 
sponsored  jointly  by  CIUS  and  Alberta 
Culture. 

The  second  conference  is  being 
organized  jointly  with  the  Department  of 
Religious  Studies,  University  of  Alberta, 
and  the  Provincial  Museum  of  Alberta 
and  is  designed  as  an  interdisciplinary 
scholarly  event  to  commemorate  the 
millennium  of  Christianity  in  Ukrainian 
culture.  The  conference  will  focus  on 


historical,  sociological  and  religious 
questions  which  have  significantly  shaped 
the  religious  experience  in  the  Ukrainian 
Canadian  community.  A major  emphasis 
will  be  the  specific  impact  of  Canadian 
society  on  the  religiosity  and  religious 
institutions  of  the  Ukrainian  community. 

Both  conferences  will  be  in 
Edmonton,  with  details  to  be  announced 
later.
